In tha miscellaneous freight littering tha 


deck of the steamer Australia, which sailed 
for the Sandwich Islands, were some odd 
pas-outers. Th«y wen three full grown 
ostrich 's, the pioneers of what is fondly ex- 
pected to be a new industry in the Hawaiian 
group cif Islands. The birds are consigned 
to Dr. Trousseau, of Honolulu. 


Ed Ciiwston, who sold the birds to their 


new owner, and who was busy getting his 
charges safely stored, had this to say to a 
reporter of their interesting history: 


"They are three of che fifty-two birds I 


bonght on the east court) of Africa in 1887. 
I had them taken 1,000 miles up the coast 
toDurlan.and thus saved 1500 export duty 
on eocli ona. At Durban I chartered a 800 
ton bark and started with them for Gal- 
reston, Tex. Tho voyage was a remark- 
ably smooth and pleasant one, so I only 
lost ten of my birds. Shippers usually 
count on a loss of 50 per cent., for the 
slightest rrughness on the water sickens 
them aiid tBcy die. At Galveston I shipped 
them on special cars to Los Angeles, and 
thence to Norwalk farm, some forty miles 
south, Tlie bjrds cojjt me 875 apiece in 
Africa and *350 each to get them here. 


"Yes. the ostrich industry Is now fairly 


established in this state. I've done very 


with Biy fetty-tHp birds, Already 


^oid TifTy-Bve~blrasr-Hy 


biggest shipment was seventeen to Phoenix, 
A. T. There must be at least 450 birds now 
scattered over the southern portion of thjs 
state alone. This trio are worth »1,000. 
The feathers of each bird will bring from 
175 to tlOO a year. The birds I am sending 
away raise thirty chicks a year. A hen 
usually lays fifteen eggs for a setting, but 
by taking the eggs away as they are laid 
we manage to get thirty eggs out of them. 
The eggs are hatched by Incubators. 


"These two hens and cock are the first 


shipped to tho islands. 
They are good 


birds, and I see no reason why Dr. Trous- 
seau should not make n success of breeding 
them. If these get started all right he is 
going to send for a dozen more. What 
will they eat on the voyage? Oh, chopped 
potatoes and rocks."—San Francisco Ex- 
aminer. 


TVIir Cain Don't Get Fat. 


Have you ever inquired how it is that 


cats can combine with their proverbial 
idleness such great agility? Muscular in- 
action leads just as much in other kinds of 
animals as in the huinaq species to obesity; 
the dog which does not hunt, the horse 
kept in the stable becomes fat and sluggish 
Wild animals even, If keptln a cage, where 
they are forced into the repose of domestic 
life, very rapidly lose their slenderness of 
figure and their ease of movement. 


Why does the cat escape the ordinary 


law, 
and why, In spite of the fact that it 


rarely moves, does It seldom become fat as 
does a dog or horse under similar circum- 
stances? It is because its immobility Is 
not that of inaction, and its nerves ore 
working while its muscles seem at rest. 
Like tho fencer waiting the moment to at- 
tack, the cat Is constantly ready to spring. 
It it) always watching something; a rat, a 
fly, or a joint of meat. 


A drawing room cat only makes three or 


four springs in the course of a day, but 
each of thorn has been preceded by two or 
three hours of latent work. When we be- 
lieve that the animal is engaged in a 
happy drearn it is meditating a capture, 
calculating tho distance of its spring and 
holding its muscles in readiness for any- 
thing that may happen. Hence it is never 
taken by surprise. If a little bird escapes 
from its cage it is caught and eaten in 
thre« seconds. The cat has been watching 
it for a week. When it seemed asleep it 
was lying in wait.—Lagrange's Physiology.

KING OF THE CAMP, 


That between "Farmer" Peel and a 


soldier, near one of the forts in Utah, is

The men principals were placed 
on opposite sides of a hillock, around 
which ran a road, and started to meet.

Then 
Peel, who was so badly hurt that he 
could not advance even on his hands and 
knees, began to wriggle toward the fallen 
soldier. He pulled himself along with 
his elbows, and with his one uninjured 
hand finished the soldier with his bowie 
knife. 


Farmer Peel already had the biggest 


private graveyard-of any man in the 
vicinity. 
This encounter spread his 


fame all over the coast, and when he 
went over to Nevada he received every- 
where the homage of lesser lights. 


DUELING Df COMSTOCK MINE. 


They have lots of deadly encounters 


up there on the Comstock. There was 
one a number of years ago fought over 
half a mile under ground. According to 
the evidence given at the inquest by the 
survivor, the two miners were working 
alone in a drift. They were rivals over 
the affections of a woman, and in a quar- 
rel one made a drive at the other with 
his candlestick, A miner's candlestick 
consists of a metal socket attached to a 
sharp steel spike, so that it can be stuck 
in the face of the drift anywhere. The 
second miner defended himself with his 
candlestick, and there, thousands of feet 
under the ground, they wrestled and 
stabbed until one's life was gone. As 
they did not come up when they should 
have gone off shift others went down in 
search of them.

The captain was wounded by a 
fragment of a shell, but they fired ten 
shots before either was disabled, though 
each was covered with dust. Finally 
the captain landed a shell fairly under 
bis adversary's gun and the explosion so 
mangled the lieutenant that he died be- 
fore they could remove him to the post. 


AN APACHE SNAKE FIGHT. 


A little blind canyon in the Sierra 


Madre used to furnish the Apaches with 
the means of formally sattline their dis- 
putes. This gulch is fairly alive with 
rattlesnakes. When two bucks had a 
quarrel that they did not wish to settle 
off hand they repaired to this galley, 
and while the remainder of the tribe 
stood around and watched from the 
hills on either side the combatants went 
together to where the serpents were 
thickest. There stark naked and weap- 
bnless they would wrestle. This would 
wake up every rattler in the glen. The 
aim of each was to force the other on to 
the angry snakes. It was not unusual 
for both to bo bitten while they strug- 
gled and rolled around among the rocks.

wholly changed, and the Louisiana lottery is 
the chief relic of the old mischief, but a relic 
of great anil noxious vitality. Through its 
immense ramifications it reaches into «vt?ry 
part, of the country, seducing the Ignorant 
and idle and unwary with the hopu of mak- 
mit a sudden fortune by a small venture, 
and kindling the consuming passion for gam- 
bling, which has widely ruined chatacter and 
happiness. Tlie reputable press ot tlie whole 
country, by exposure of facts and by cordial 
sympathy, can assist most eflectiycly the 
honest cit.izmis of Louisiana who are striving 
to destroy this vast power of corruption iu 
their State and in the Union. The action of 
Congress also may well be iuvoned to piohi- 
bit the use of the mails to carry lottery tick- 
ets and documents, as they are forbidden to 
transport obscene and other similar matter. 
Local dealing in tickets can be forbidden in 
the Slates and the introduction of lottery 
prizes may be prevented. Bui the exposure 
and the comments of the press call put the 
Louisiana lottery under the ban of National 
reprobation, so that the leaders and agents of 
the mischief may be pilloried in public con- 
demnation and contempt. The fraternity of 
tlie States cannot be better illustrated than 
by their common interest and elfort in so 
good a cause as the overthrow of the Louis- 
iana lottery—Harper's Weekly.

Second summer babies are now in 
peril. Mothurs, see to it that their wardrobes 
include tbe softest and warmest flannels. 
See tbat they have water when they are 
thirsty, and be sure and have this water boil- 
ed and afterwards kept perfectly covered aud 
in a cool place. It should be Dolled every 
morning and evening.

"As regards Ihe third charge, it is not prob-

It has reference to an occur- 
rence in the hurry of the last day of the ses- 
sion, when a bill, which the presenl nominee 
bad introduced, had passed ihe Senate and 
gone to the House where it had been 
amended. Anticipating tlw necessity for a 
conference cotnmitlee, Ibe Senator drew up 
such a report .a »««, desired, as he supposed, 
and had U pnnled with the names of the con- 
ference committee appended to expedite 
matters, locking il in his desk to await the 
adoption of the report.

There are shades 
of signification that are not to be found in 
books, that no end of listening to casual 
conversations can master, and which can 
only be understood properly by going to 
sea and living with the men "forward of 
the mast." 


Of all tho various features of procedure 


in marine courts of inquiry, nothing to no 
curious as the bewilderment excited in the 
legal breast by the statement* of the nauti- 
cal witnesses. "We was going along all 
fluking whon the wind drawed ahead. We 
trimmed-sail, and in fore and mizzen tor'- 
garns'l, when a bit of a sea makln' of her 
yaw. 
'Mind yer luff, you soger,' sings out 


th' old man, an' as he says this one of th 
jib guys parted and sprung the boom, fo 
ours were swinging booms, and hod th 
for'd guy and the after guy fitted in one 
with a cuckold's neck around the boom 
end. Are yer a folllwln' of me, sir?

Ever 
coachman and the majority of boys kno1 
what a whip is, but at sea It is a tackle 
Termed by a single rope wove through a 
>lock. A lizard is not a reptile, but a 
;>iece of rope with a thimble or ring splicec 
nto it, just as the cathead is a piece o 
:!mber, and bees are stout pieces of plank 
Seating Is not striking, but sailing by 
tacks; a bonnet to not for ladies' weai, bui 
u piece of canvas laced to the jib; while a 
cat's paw bus as little to do with the feline 
nnlmal as fiddles and harpiugs have with 
music. 


Sailors' language, however, is by no 


means wholly compounded of the terms 
referring to the various parts of the ship. 
Hardships, perils, rough usage, indifferenl 
food, scarcity of Water, and the like have 
imported a moss of rough sayings into the 
forecastle, many of which ore sanctified 
by touches of rude poetry. Jack's ditties, 
too, are frequently vehicles of his emo- 
tions. When ho does not know how to 
"growl" fairly he will put his feelings 
iato a topsail halyard song, and often has 
the anchor come up to a fierce chorus com- 
pounded of improvised abuse of the ship 
and the skipper, to which expression could 
not be given in a quieter method. 


MANY DUTCHMEN. 


Unfortunately the list of melodies is 


somewhat limited, but the lack of variety 
is no obstruction to the sailor's poetical 
inspiration when he wants the "old man" 
to know hia private opinions without ex- 
pressing them to his face, and so the same 
"chantey," as the windlass or halyard 
chorus is called, furnishes the music to as 
many various indignant remonstrances as 
Jock can find injuries to sing about. 


It is peculiar to the sailor to call all for- 


eigners "Dutchmen" as long as they hail 
from Denmark, Sweden, Norway, Ger- 
many or Holland. 
Any man who says 


"yah" for "yes" gets at once the credit of 
being Dutch. This love of generic titles 
no doubt induces sailors to make the word 
"growl" stand for complaining, abusive, 
and so on. If a man murmurs in the least 
lie i» said to be growling, and whether it 
be for a little thing or a great one the 
same elastic word to used. 


"Douse the glim" is to put out a light, 


and brings to mind the story of a very ele- 
gant young man who prided himself on 
using well chosen language, and had an 
evident confidence in his ability to upset 
all old customs and expressions. When on 
watch one night he had occasion to hail n 
man and order a light put out. His orde 
was to "extinguish that luminary." ] 
was repeated several timaa, but was no 
understood, although the man aaorawat. 
was looking wildly about in a vain en 
deavor to discover the unusual thing, wha 
ever it was.

Set the posts and across the strips 
lay short pieces of board, on which place 
heavy stones and fill in with earth wel 
packed.
